In suppressing the illegal sale of liquor, two search war- 
rants for liquor were issued, and upon one warrant liquor was 
found and forfeited. The defendant was found guilty in the 
lower court, and paid a fine of $50.00. 


There were three warrants issued for illegal sale of liquor, 
all of whom were convicted in the lower court, and in the 
Superior Court one case is pending. 


There were two warrants issued for gambling and in both 


places gambling was detected; 20 of the defendants present 


were fined $5.00 apiece, one paying a fine of $75.00 and one 
$25.00.

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GYPSY AND BROWN TAIL MOTHS 


The local commissioner herewith ‘submits his annua! 
report for the year ending December 31, 1918. 


I am pleased to report that the gipsy moth has greatly 
diminished in numbers and the town is in better condition 
than it has been for many years. The small fly that has been 
introduced by the state and which I mentioned in my report 
last year, has undoubtedly helped to decrease the number of 
worms. This small parasitic fly from Japan, has several 
broods during the seasno and feeds on the eggs of the gypsy 
moth. Unfortunately the severe winter killed many of these 
flies, but a sufficient number have survived to give great hope 
for the future. The brown tail moth has apparently disap- 
peared, but the elm leaf bettle made an unexpected appearance 
late in the spring and may cause trouble another year. As 
usual the street trees and the trees in the residential parts of 
the town have been kept clean and the condition of the wood 
lots seem to be greatly improved, the Park at Dug Pond is 
one of the worst places we have found so far, but on the whole 
the conditions are very favorable. This is especially fortun- 
ate as, under the present conditions of labor, it will be difficult 
to do as much spraying as we have done thereto

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


The Tree Warden herewith submits his annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1918. 


The greater part of the appropriation was used during the 
past year in taking care of the existing trees, no new trees 
were planted. 


The elm beetle made its appearance on some of the street 
trees late in the season and will probably appear in greater 
numbers next spring, but the gypsy moth was less numerous 
and the brown tail moth had disappeared almost entirely. 


Almost all our road side trees were sprayea as usual at 
considerable expense, the usual amount of dead wood and low 
branches had to be removed. An unusual number of trees 
died last summer, in the thickly settled portion of the towr, 
from leakage of gas. It becomes more and more difficult to 
preserve our street trees in health, the tarred roads cause 
_ starvation and drought, and the electric wires injure many of 
our best trees.

We respectfully submit the following report for your consid- 
eration.

REMARKS 


The past year has proved to be one of the busiest in the 
history of the Department. Considering the total number of 
calls; our losses are slight, on all but one or two occasions. 


We were oblidged to call outside help twice, due to the 
fact of fires gaining to greater headway before being dis- 
covered. One member of the Department was killed while on 
‘duty and two severely injured. 


The new triple combination chemical engine and hose has 
taken the place of Steamer No. 1 and on what few occasions 
we have had to operate it since going into commission has well 
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proved its worth and we feel safe to say our losses will be 
greatly decreased the coming year. 


We are asking this year for an additional five permanent 
men at the Central Station, on advice of the Insurance Un- 
derwriters. At the present time, valuable moments are lost 
which could be avoided, as we are obliged to wait two and 
three minutes after an alarm has sounded to leave the station 
with the required amount of men to operate the motor ap- 
paratus properly. This delay often times is the real founda- 
tion for loss of life and property. 


In the past, bent and broken couplings has rendered many 
a length of hose useless, as we had no means of repairing same 
so we are asking a small appropriation to purchase a recuppler 
and expander which would save many good feet of new hose, 
as well as the hose which has seen long continuous service. 
This apparatus would save no small expense to the town, and 1f 
secured would enable us to prolong many hundred feet which 
otherwise would be useless. 


An appropriation of $175.00 would enable us to install a 
one hundred and twenty gallon gasolene tank for use on the 
motor equipment and would always be handy when needed. 


In compliance with the Insurance Underwriters request, 
we recommend an appropriation to motorize Ladder No. 1. 


Box 261 at the Leonard Morse Hospital is completely 
out of commission and should be replaced by a new one, with 
the least possible delay. 


Owing to the increase in the cost of all material, we are 
asking for a larger appropriation the coming year. 


In conclusion we sincerely thank the Citizens of the Town 
of Natick for the way they have taken care of our needs ia 
the past, also the Committee on motor apparatus, Mr. Board- 
man, Mahan and Wilson whose excellent judgement of equip- 
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ment, placed at our disposal one of the finest pieces of motor 
fire apparatus of its kind to be had.

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TRUSTEES REPORT 


As eee Ae ne 


The trustees have the honor to submit their Twenty-sixth 
Annual Report for the year ending December 31st, 1918. 


The trustees have lost one member by death, Mr. Charles 
W. Johnson, which occurred on July 16th. Mr. Johnson was 
a member of the board but a comparatively short time, hav- 
ing been elected in December, 1915, but so long as his health 
permitted he was ever faithful in his attendance at meetings 
~and in his helpful assistance in matters connected with the 
hospital. Mr. Walter L. Felch has been elected to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Mr. Johnson 


There have been a number of changes in the staff. Dr. 
‘George C. Anthony, an assisting physician, was appointed 
Roentgenologist and upon his entering the service Dr. C. II. 
Fessenden, the roentgenologist at the Newton Hospital, was 
appointed to take Dr. Anthcony’s piace until such time as 1h? 
latter returns. Doctors Robert L. DeNormandie and Rav- 
mond S. Titus of Boston have been appointed obstetricians ; 
Dr. George L. Tobey of Boston Nose and Throat Specialist 
and Dr. Edward G. Rowland Assisting Physician. The trus- 
tees wish to express their appreciation of the painstaking work 
done by the staff. They have given freely of their time and 
at much personal sacrifice to assist the hospital. 


On September Ist Miss Munroe, the Superintendent, severed 
her connection with the hospital, having decided to give up 
hospital work. It was with much regret that we were obliged 
to part with Miss Munroe’s services, as her administration had 
been most satisfactory. Covering, as it did, a period of stress 


; 
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never attended by any of her predecessors Miss Munroe 
cheerfully and uncomplainingly met and solved the many and 
various problems which are part of the every day life of the 
office. To fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Miss 
Munroe the trustees elected Miss Ada E. Lander. Miss 
Lander is a graduate of the Maine General Hospital at Port- 
land and has served at the Eliott Hospital in Boston. It is a 
pleasure to report that Miss Lander’s work has been efficient 
and we believe highly appreciated by those with whom she has 
come in contact. Owing to the resignation of the Assistant 
Superintendent, Miss Cavanagh, Miss Nellie Grasshoff has 
been appointed in her place. 


On March 14th was opened the new ward at the hospital 
and shortly after this date the use of the third floor of the 
main building for patients was abandoned. The principal rea- 
sons which induced the trustees to build this addition were _ 
first, the expense necessary to alter the third floor of the main 
building to meet the State requirements without increasing the 
facilities for handling patients, in fact. decreasing them; and, 
second, the very growing need of the maternity service. That 
the latter was essential is emphasized by that portion of the 
Superintendent’s report pertaining to the maternity service. 
In 1917 there were 79 births at the hospital, while during 1918 
there were 124, an increase of 57%. That the buildings have 
been arranged so that in case of fire the chances of injury to 
patients or to employees have been reduced to minimum is a 
source of satisfaction and relief to your trustees. Minor 
changes in the general arrangement at the hospital have been 
made by moving the X-ray apparatus to basement of new 
ward, converting a small ward in main building to two private 
rooms and by other changes which we feel confident will in- 


crease the efficiency. 


Your trustees have been hard put to keep the expenses 
within the receipts. Everything that the hospital purchases 
has increased enormously in price, when compared with only 


three or four years back, while the income has not increased 
in anything like the same proportion. Only absolutely neces- 
sary repairs have been made, although many important ones 
are needed. Among these should be mentioned the Nurses’ 
home, the gift of the Hunnewell family, in need of painting on 
the exterior and also repairs to the interior. We hope that 
conditions will improve to permit these and other necessary 
repairs to be made. 


The very serious epidemic of “Influenza” has sorely taxed 
the capacity of the hospital. At.one of the most serious 
periods in its run many of the employees were afflicted so that 
the hospital was not able to care for the patients that it would 
have otherwise. The devotion of the student nurses during 
these trying times cannot be too strongly emphasized, it was a 
service faithfully performed under most adverse conditions. 


Our especial thanks are due the Ladies’ Aid Association 
for its help during the year. In addition to its usual assistance 
of providing the Jinen, blankets, ete., for the hospital, it has 
furnished a room in the new ward, provided a plastic floor for 
the kitchen and service rooms and given $100 towards a new 
refrigerator. 

We also gratefully acknowledge our indebtedness to Mr. 
Ernest Holbrook who furnished a room in the new ward as « 
gift from his mother, Mrs. Isabel Holbrook, who has since 
passed away.

Class work and lectures have been given in dietetics by our 
dietitian.

Lectures on Symptomology, Pulse, Respiration, Tempet- 
ature, Fever Nursing, Disease of Skin, Anesthesia, Bandag- 
ing, Hygiene, Surgical Technique, Matcria Medica, Bacteri- 
ology, and Obstetrics have been given by doctors of the staff, 
Prof. H. C. Smith giving a course in Urinalysis. 


Five nurses have graduated and eight have completed 
four months’ course at the Boston City Hospital. Number of 
nurses in training school twenty. We have received fifteen 
applications, six have been accepted as pupil nurses.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 
Gentlemen: 


_ The forty-sixth annual report of the Morse Institute 1s 
herewith presented and gives the record of a most peculiar 
year, owing to the exigencies of the coal question and the on- 
slaught of the influenza epidemic. 


Productive work has been seriously curtailed by the clos- 
ing of the library thirty-five days, including holidays, and 
also Wednesday evenings for four months. 


All libraries have suffered more or less from the same 
cause and it would seem as though the climax of emergencies 
had now been reached; but, while it has not been possible te 
accomplish what was planned at the beginning of the yea, 
this period of conforming to actual necessities has brought out 
inhigh relief the most essential things to be done in the year 
to come. 


There has begn a continuation of the work pertaining i 
war time conditions along economic lines, and many posters 
bulletins, price lists of food, crop reports, and special collec- 
tions of books have been displayed. “These various exhibitions 
have been the means of reaching quite a few people who ap- 
preciated the practical help they received, and who did not be- 
fore realize that the library was able to impart any inform- 
ation except on classical topics. 


One of the extra duties entailed by the war has been the 
collecting of books for the soldiers and sailors, and in all nearly 


146 


one thousand volumes have been sent to the distributing 
stations. The Boy Scouts were most helpful in bringing the 
books to the library, and Mr. John B, Leamy with his custom- 
ary generosity, took charge of their transportation without 
expense tous. 


There are numerous requests from Washington for more

The recapitulation of our statement will show you clearly 
that the Net cost for this department for 1918 was only 
$9,379.79, which included the aid rendered to those living in 
Natick, but whose settlements belong to other places, in ad- 
dition to which must be considered that we found it advisable 
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to purchase standing wood, our stock on hand being low, cost- 
ing $430.00 and should be considered an asset.

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AID RENDERED TO MOTHERS UNDER CHAPTER 
763, ACTS 19183, KNOWN AS MOTHER’S 
PENSION; ACT 


“In every City and Town the Overseers of the 
Poor shall aid all mothers with dependent children 
under fourteen years of age, if such mothers are fit 
to bring up their children. The aid furnished shall 
be sufficient to enable the mothers to bring up their 
children properly in their own homes, and such 
mothers and their children shall not be deemed to be 
paupers by reason of receiving aid as aforesaid. The 
City or Town rendering the aid shall be reimbursed 
one-third of the amount given. If the mother so 
aided has no settlement, the City or Town shall be re- 
imbursed’ for the total amount of aid given. If the 
mother so aided has a lawful settlement in another 
City or Town two-thirds of the amount of such aid 
given may be recovered in an action of contract 
against the City or Town liable therefor in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 81, of the Re- 
vised Laws, and the Acts in amendment thereof and 
in addition thereto.” 


We quoted the main substance of the above Act of the 
Commonwealth, that you may more clearly see what this de- 
partment is called upon to do for the relief of our poor that 
are entitled to the Mother’s Aid. 


The number of cases we have been called upon to assist 
under this particular aid has increased considerable during the 
past year, and at the close of the year 1918 finds ten (10) 
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mothers with forty-four children receiving this aid. Two 
other mothers with four children were aided for part of year, 
but whose aid has now ceased. Only three (3) mothers with 
ten (10) children received this aid for the entire year. Seven 
(7) mothers with thirty-four (34) children were aided for 
only part of the year, and of these seven cases, three (3) 
mothers with eleven (11) children were added during Octo- 
ber, and one (1) with six (6) children on December 1, 1915. 


Amount expended for Mother’s Aid for 1918 $2,263.85 
Reimbursement received and due from State and

Net cost to the Town for Mother’s Aid $958.46 


These ten (10) mothers with forty-four (44) children 
will need this aid for the entire year of 1919, as the children 
are all considerably under fourteen years of age. And to this 
aid has been added another mother with two (2) children, 
whose settlement is elsewhere, but now resides here. The 
total expenditures this year to meet this aid will be $4,564.00, 
just twice the amount spent during 1918, and three times the 
amount this department was called upon to spend during 1917. 
As seven (7) of these mothers with thirty (30) children have 
a settlement here, and four (4) with a settlement elsewhere, 
you can easily see that the Town will receive a good substantial 
reimbursement, and the same is shown as follows:

To the Annual Town Meeting of Natick, 1919: In com- 
pliance with the laws relating to town Planning boards, we re- 
spectfully submit the following report. 

Progress in Legislation During Y ear 

It is a cause for satisfaction that the petition to the Con- 
stitutional Convention relative to bill-board advertising, offered 
by your Planning Board at the Massachusetts Conference in 
1917 and mentioned in our last report, has been adopted in sub- 
stance by the Convention and by the voters of the State as an 
amendment to the Constitution, as follows: “Advertising on 
public ways, in public places and on private property within 
public view may be regulated and restricted by law.” This 
amendment makes it possible to pass laws to prevent dis*isur- 
ing our streets, parks and the view from our homes by unsight- 
ly advertising. 


Another piece of legislation of last year which will be ad- 
vantageous to towns is the amendment of the laws relating to 
betterments by Section 219 of Chapter 257 of the Acts of 1918. 
This law will enable a town to assess a fair proportion c+ thie 
cost of any public improvement on the private land especially 
benefited thereby, and will make it practicable to undertake 
street extensions, drainage projects and like improvements in 
many cases where the cost otherwise would be an obstacle. 


New Streets 
An important part of the. duty of this Board, in making 
plans for the future growth of the town, is to consider the lay- 
ing out of new streets. Considerable trouble and expense to 
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‘the town has sometimes resulted because the grades of new 
streets have not been properly fixed before they were accepted. 
We therefore recommend that the Town require hereafter that 
the grades of proposed streets be shown on the plans that are 
filed according to law-in.the’ Town Clerk’s office when the 
streets are laid out. This will enable the Highway Surveyor 
to make a better estimate of the cost of putting the street in 
condition for use, and also to see whether the proposed grade 
is suitable for dramage and for connection with other streets ” 
that the growth of the town may require to be laid out in the 
future. | | 


We recommend also that when the notice is sent by the 
Selectmen to the owners of the land on which they propose to 
lay out a new street, as is now required by law, the Planning 
Board be notified also, in order that they may furnish any in- 
formation in their possession that would be useful to the Se- 
lectmen and Highway Surveyor in locating and grading the 
proposed street. . 

Co-operation to Develop Natick 

One object of establishing town planning boards was te 
bring into co-operation the plans of the separate departments— 
streets, sewer, water, parks, health, etc—to promote a harmor- 
ious growth and development of the town. Your Planning 
Board desire to co-operate and place their services at the dis- 
posal of all departments, and also to assist in any way in their 
power private citizens who contemplate making improvements. 


Now that the war no longer interferes with municipal im- 
provements, the future promises a rapid growth for Natick, 
and the present is the time to make plans to insure that the 
growth will be wisely directed. 


Plan Now for West Natick 


The establishment at West Natick of the large manufac- 
turing plant of the Northway Motors Corporation, which 
premises te employ several thousand persons, will naturally 
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develop an extensive residential section in that neighborhood. 
Already plans are underway for relocating and widening Speen 
Street, for sewer and water connections to the Northway 
works, and for a small tract of dwelling houses of about 15 
acres with several new streets opposite the factory site. 


The present layout of the roads in this part of the town 
is plainly inadequate to provide for the development now be~ 
ginning. There are only three public ways, namely, Speen 
Street, Mill Street and Boden Lane, running north and south, 
with no cross connections from one to another. To travel 
from the neighborhood of the Framingham Muster Field, or 
even from the central part o@ Mill Street, to the Northwav 
works, it is necessary to go either south, across the railrcad 


to West Central Street, or north nearly to Worcester Street, 


and then to travel back on Speen Street to the Northway tract. 
One or more new highways running generally east and west 
surely will be needed here and sometime in the near future the 
entire district will have to be supplied with water and sewers. 


A main sewer must be constructed immediately from the 
pumping station under the railroad to the Northway factory, 
and this main should be made of the right size, location, and 
grade to receive in future all the sewerage from the whole re- 
gion north of the railroad. To plan this rightly, requires a pre- 
liminary survey of the district to be provided for, so as to 
select the best locations and grades for the principal new 
streets, and to determine the grade and size of main sewers 
required. When such a preliminary plan has been made and 
accepted by the Town, the work of each department can be 
intelligently laid out for the future, and carried as far in any 
one year as the growth of the neighborhood demands. 


Private owners also, who desire to cut up their land inte 
building lots, will be able to lay out the shorter streets to conm- 
nect up with the main thorofares.’ 


On the other hand, if we should leave every owner te lay

out his own plot without any general plan, the result could be 
nothing but a patchwork which would never be satisfactory 
and would ultimately cost the town, in changes of streets and 
grades, many times the cost of an original plan. 


Such a preliminary survey and determination of leveis 
can be made to serve all three departments—streets, sewer and 
water—together, at but little more expense than would be re- 
quired for one of them alone. Morever, such a plan, with 
estimates of cost, will be necessary before ordering any part of 
the work under the provisions of the betterment law, by which 
the town can save a large share of the final cost of these im- 
provements. 


For these reasons we fecoratneny that the town now ap- 
propriate a sum sufficient, in the judgment of the Advisory 
Committee, to provide such a survey and plan of the district 
west of Lake Cochituate and north of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, said plan to be submitted to the Town at the earliest 
possible date. 


Building Lines 
As authorized by vote of the last town meeting, the Board 
has begun a study of building lines on some of our streets, 
and submits plans illustrating what can be done wherever the 
residents and voters may desire to establish such lines. 


Natick has been fortunate in the past because the land 
owners on many of our streets have kept their houses at about 
a uniform distance from the street line by a sort of gentlemen's 
agreement. West Central Street is an example where such an 
agreement has benefited not only the residents, but the whole 
town, of which the street is an ornament. It requires the co- 
operation of all to preserve the beauty of a street in this way; 
but, unless building lines are legally established, there is no 
protection against any one owner destroying it by building any 
kind of structure as far over the line as he pleases. When atiy 
one takes such an advantage of his neighbors, others are apt 
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‘o do likewise, and the appearance of a street is soon ruined. 


The accompanying picture shows one of numerous ex- 
amples of what can happen all over our town without the es- 
tablishment of building lines. 


No. 3. No. 2. No. 1. 


No. 1 residence was originally built as naturally suited the 
locality and is 37 feet back of the street line. No. 2 was built 
later, 25 feet from the line, and shuts off all view of the street 
on that side from No. 1 house. No. 3 was built still later, only 
13 feet from the street, shutting off the view from No. 2, and 
from the houses further down the street. 


To enable the Town of Natick to establish building limes, 
wherever the voters may hereafter desire to do so, it is first 


necessary to accept the provisions of the general State law re- 
lating to building lines, comprised in Section 73 of Part 2 ef 
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Chapter 344 of the Acts of 191%. This section as applied te 
towns reads as follows: 


“Tf a town accepts the provisions of this section, a 
building line not more than forty feet distant from 
the exterior line of a highway or town-way may be 
established in the manner provided for laying out. _ 
ways, and thereafter no structure shall be erected or 
maintained between such building line and such way 
except steps, windows, porticos and other usual pro- 
jections appurtenant to the front wall of a building, 
to the extent prescribed in the vote establishing such 
building line, and except that buildings or parts of 
buildings, embankments, steps, walls, fences and 
gates existing at the time of the establishment of the 
building line may be permitted to remain and to be 
maintained to such extent and under such conditions 
as may be prescribed in the vote establishing the 
building line. Whoever sustains damage thereby 
shall have the same remedies therefor as for damages 
sustained by the laying out of a town way.” 


The law also provides that a building line may be discon- 
tinued if the voters so decide, under the same conditions as 
apply to the discontinuance of a town way. 

The method of establishing a building line under this law 
is the same as that of laying out and accepting a street. Due 
notice must be sent to all property owners affected, a plan of 
the proposed location of the building line must be filed with 
the town clerk, and it must afterwards be accepted by the 
voters at a town meeting. 


The small sketch maps which form part of this report 
illustrate how building lines might be laid out so as to pre- 
serve the present good looks of many of our streets and Pro- 
tect the owners who have built on present lines. 
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These sketches are based on larger plans made to scale. 
suitable for filing as required in the town clerk’s office. «They 
include those streets already surveyed, namely, Central from 
Union to Cemetery, and North Main, Charles, Winnemay and 
Walnut Streets as far North as Grove Street. West Cen- 
tral and Walnut Streets are each divided into two sections, the 
part on the right hand side of the page being an extension | 
of that on the left. 


Taking West Central Street as an example, the sketch 
shows that building lines 20 feet back from the street on 
both sides, extending from opposite the Unitarian Church to 
Forest Street,.would clear the fronts of all existing houses: 
and that from Forest Street westward to Cemetery Street 
the lines could be run at thirty feet without striking a house. 
On all the streets here shown the proposed lines run clear of 
the existing houses with the single exception of Walnut Street, 
where a few houses project over the line. Under the provt- 
sions of the law, such buildings, existing at the time of the 
establishment of a building line, may be allowed to remain 
undisturbed. 


We present these proposed building lines at this time in 
order that they may receive’ full consideration by all parties 
interested. They cannot be officially laid out and presented 
to the voters for acceptance until a town meeting following 
the acceptance of the state law. We believe the right wav 
to bring them before the town at such a time would be by peti- 
tion to the selectmen signed by all the property owners on a 
street and agreeing to waive all claim for damages on accotnt 
of the proposed line. 3 


We recommend at this time the acceptance of the state 
law, which, will put the Town in a position to take any.action 
that our citizens desire in each special case in future. 

Drainage Problem at Felchville 


At the last annual town meeting the following article 
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of the warrant was referred to the Planning Board for re- 
por®: “Art. 31, To see if the Town will vote to construct an 
underdrain, so as to carry the surface water from Pleasant 
Street to the brook near the corner of North Main and Bacon 
Streets, appropriate money to pay for the same or otherwise 
act thereon.” 

After viewing the premises and considering this article, we 
report as follows. The surface water from Pleasant Street 
and Bacon Street and from the adjoining fields is now carried 
in an open brook flowing southward in the rear of the houses 
on the east side of North Main Street and entering a drain 
under that street, just south of the fire station. 


The surface water has always followed this course and 
there is no special reason for substituting a covered drain 
for the brook except that 1t would improve the private land 
on which the brook is situated, and also the fire station lot. 
If the work is done by the Town, the vote authorizing it should 
state that betterments are to be assessed for the improve- 
ment, and the work should be carried out under the provisions 
of the betterment act, thus placing a fair share of the burder 
of the cost of the improvement upon the owners whose proper- 
ty is improved. | 


To carry out the work under this act, it will be necessary 
first to take some levels and prepare a plan showing the loca- 
tion, size and grade of the underdrain, manholes, etc. and make 
an estimate of the cost. We recommend that this subject be 
again referred to the Planning Board, with authority to pre- 
pare such plan and estimates and to report thereon at a future 
town meeting, the expense of the survey and plan to be paid 


from the general appropriation for the work of the Planning 
Board.

REPORT ON THE SOUTH ARM OF PEGAN 
BROOK | ; 


At the annual town meeting of 1917 the subject of the 
improvement of the South arm of Pegan Brook was referred 
to the Board of Health and the Planning Board with instruc- 
tions to report thereon at a future meeting. We accordingly 
submit the joint report of both boards as follows: 


This brook is known as the south arm of Pegan Brook 
because it originally emptied into Pegan Brook a short dis- 
tance west of Washington Avenue; but many years ago its 
course was diverted into Dug Pond. It drains a large area 
south of the Boston & Albany Railroad extending about a 
half-mile east of Union Street. Its upper course skirts the 
base of the hill on which the Leonard Morse, Hospital stands, 
thence it flows westward, crossing Lincoln Road and Cottage 
Street just south of its junction with South Main Street. 
From here the brook takes a zigzag course, crossing South 
Main Street three times and flowing into Dug Pond near 
Maple Avenue. The brook nowhere follows street lines. It 
is crooked and sluggish, and during the summer becomes 
choked with grass and weeds, as well as with rubbish that 
many of the abbutters allow to accumulate. In this connection 
it seems fair to suggest that if each owner would spend a 
very little time in keeping the brook clean on his own premises, 
it would be a great help to all concerned. 


We have carefully gone over the course of the brook, 
and did not find conditions actually menacing to public health, 
or otherwise calling for immediate action, especially during 
the exigencies of war-time. 


PLAN SHOWING 
PEGAN BROOK 
- SOUTH ARM - 
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The town has spent a great leal of money during 
past years in periodically cleaning out this brook, and we be- 
lieve the time has now arrived to make a plan by which any 
money hereafter expended will result in some permanent 1m- 
Provement. In any such plan the proper drainage of the 
low land between Cottage Street and the hill where the Morse 
Hospital stands must be considered. This region, which in 
cludes Coolidge Park, if well drained and laid out in streets 
will make a desirable residence district. 


Without. a survey to obtain accurate levels, it is impossible 
to say exactly what should be done; but it appears feasible to 
substitute a covered drain for the brook for a considerable 
distance westward from Cottage Street through the more 
thickly settled part of its course, in a portion of which it is 
already covered. In making this improvement, the grade of 
the brook should be improved so as to get a more rapid flow. 
and it may be advisable to straighten its course somewhat. It 
is desirable also that the drainage of the territory east of 
Marion Street, between East Central Street and the railroad, 
should all be diverted into its natural course down the line ot 
the railroad, thus reducing the flow of water in the South arm 
during the spring freshets. 

It is evident that an intelligent scheme to take care of the 
drainage of this part of the town in a permanently satisfactory 
way requires a preliminary survey, determining levels and 
grades, and a plan by which part of the work, as much as 
seems exPedient, can be done, by the Town in any one year, 
with the assurance that whatever is done will be of permanent 
value. If the work is laid out now, we believe there will 
be no land damages, but on the contrary a considerable im- 
provement to all the property affected. for this reason, the 
orders for each portion of the work hereafter done should call 
for the assessment of betterments, thus reducing the expense 
to the Town by assessing on the owners a reasonable share of 
the increased value of their property. 
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We now recommend that the Town appropriate a sum 
sufficient, in the judgement of the Advisory Committee, to pay 
for a survey and plan for permanently taking care of the 
drainage of the district now served by the South arm of Pegan 
Brook, said plan to be prepared under the direction of the 
Planning Board and reported by them, with recommenda- 
tions and estimates of cost, to the next annual town meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORT 


Ladies and Gentlemen of the School Commuttee : 


The twenty-sixth annual report of the superintendent of 
schools is herewith submitted for your perusal and considera- 
tion. 


Were it not for the fact that the pupils in the schools have 
done so much toward winning the war; had it not been that 
their zeal and patriotism outweighed the mere loss of time 
which might have been spent upon lessons, it would be neces- 
sary to admit that the work of the schools this year had suffer- 
ed irreparable loss. As it is, much credit is due the teachers 
for their untiring efforts to reduce the loss to a minimun. 


Schedules of special teachers and programs of the regular 
teachers have meant little as they could not be carried out: 
The exigencies of the war, conditions of epedemic, eveything 
has conspired to interrupt and interfere with the customary 
progress of legitimate school work. Abnormal wage condi- 
tions have depleted the ranks in all the upper grades and in the 
High School. Add to all these things, the fact that about 
one third of the teaching force has been enticed elsewhere by 
the allurements of higher salaries and. broader opportunities 
and one can account for most of our shortcomings. 

CHANGES IN: TEACHERS 

Never in more than twenty-five years experience has the 
writer of this report been connected with a school system, 
where during any one year so large a proportion of the teach- 


ing force has been changed as was true locally during the last 
twelve months. In this period we have lost six special teach- 


Los 


ers, five teachers of high school subjects, and nine elementary 
teachers. Five teachers, Mr. Wise, Mr. Davis, Mr. Ventura, 
Mr. Harrington and Miss Cummings have entered Government 
service. 


Mr. Montgomery resigned in July to accept the principal- 
ship of the Danvers High School. After four years of success- 
ful work a larger salary and what seemed broader opportun- 
ities induced him to make the change. During his term of ser- 
vice the High School steadily advanced its standards. Today 
it ranks as one of the best in the state. Much of this is due 
to his ability as an organizer and administrator. 


Four of our teachers went to Springfield, one to Newton 
and one to Boston. 


From a financial standpoint all have done better than we 
could do for them—in spite of the fact that by the generous 
vote of the town in the special meeting July 16th a flat in- 
crease of one hundred dollars in salary was provided.

No appointment to the seventh and eighth grade in the 
West Natick School has yet been made, it being deemed wise 
to allow those grades to finish the year under the teachers 
where they are now attending in the Nathan Rice and Wilson 
Schools. The scarcity of available men made it impracticable 
to appoint a teacher of manual training until after the close of 
the war, the work therefore in this department lapsed at the 
close of school in June. It will however be resumed when the 
schools open for the winter term. 


FINANCES 


Your attention is called to the financiel statement on an 
earlier page. 


‘The first item, that of salaries, may need some explanation. 


We are closing the year with a substantial balance in this 
department due in a large measure to the following facts: the 
discontinuance for a time of instruction in manual training: 
the employment of one less teacher in the High School; the 
employment of new teachers at a lower figure than those who 
had preceeded them; the fact that no teacher was employed 
for the two upper grades in the West Natick School; and the 
employment of one less teacher in the Eliot School. 


The small balance in the appropriation for janitors leads 
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ime to urge upon you the justice of their claim to an icrease 
in salary. 


The small balance in the fuel account was only possible 
after some charges had been made to the evening school and 
miscellaneous accounts. We are, however, in better condition 
so far as fuel on hand is concerned than has been true for 
several years. 


The usual minor repairs have been made and in addition 
the Bacon School has been shingled, the Harvard Street Build- 
ing is now being painted, heating and ventilating stacks have 
been replaced in the Wilson and Nathan Rice buildings, and 
two rooms in the Wilson Building have been painted. 


The appropriation for text books and supplies im any or- 
dinary year would have been ample. However, the increased 
cost of all books and supplies as well as the previous depleted 
condition of the same made it difficult to avoid an overdraft at 
the close of the year. The evening school, miscellaneous, light 
and power accounts need no comments. 


THE *HiGHSCriooL” 


The problems confronting us in the elimination of the 
ninth grade have been wisely dealt with by the new admin- 
istration of the High School. From the opening of the 
school in September the so-called sub-freshman class was 
carefully watched. Forty-two pupils, whose previous school 
record and whose early High School work warranted the ex- 
periment, were advanced just before Thanksgiving to the 
regular freshman class. The remaining seventy-two fave 
been assigned to regular ninth grade work. 

The first group were warned that any time during the 


year when it seemed evident that a mistake had been made, 
cransfer to the ninth grade would occur. 


Likewise, the ninth grade were given to understand that 
if, by dint of good work, any pupil should show that he might 
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have been tried as a freshman, the opportunity would be at 
hand. 


The building is now being used to its capacity. Any: 
further increase in number of pupils would render effective 
work difficult. 


The quality of the work being done by the teachers is » 
suggested in the fact that three seniors have been accepted by 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology and one by Boston 
University since the opening of school in September as regular 
freshmen, without examination. Moreover, the College f[n- 
trance Board have recently renewed the certificate privilege for 
three years and the State Board of Education rate the school 
in Class A. The school is obtaining results and results are 
what count. — 


On a later page will be found the report of the principal. 
In his hands we feel that the school is safe and sure to advance 
in excellence. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Confronting us in the grades is the readjustment of. the 
course of study to fit the requirements of an eight year scheme 
of elementary school work. With seven weeks of no school 
during the fall term this is no small task. The teachers have 
been laboring with the problem of eliminating non-essentials 
from the old course and combining the most necessary portions 
of the ninth year with the most vital of the preceeding years. 
Epidemic conditions with the consequent loss of time have re- 
tarded the task in no small degree. The result in the schools 
must necessarily be far more intensive work on the part of such 
pupils as are able to stand the pace which must be set before 
them and a falling by the way of those who are not able to en- 
dure it. ‘wenty per cent of the school year has already been 
lost. To make up this will be impossible unless the schools are 
maintained far into the summer. Even if this should be done 
the result would be doubtful. The teachers are thoroughly 
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alive to the situation. Everything that can be done by thera 
io make good the loss will be done. 


The generous vote of the town which enabled the Com- 
imttee to employ additional teachers has alleviated some of the 
difficulties in the central districts. On the opening of school 
in September, it was found that the first fifth, and seventh 
grades in the Wilson were overcrowded. 


The fifth and seventh were divided, given an additional 
teacher each, and an assistant furnished in grade one. This 
has allowed transfers from the Bacon, Nathan Rice and Oak 
Grove, so that necessary relief has been given to these buildings. 


On account of the crowded condition at West Natick only 
half day sessions have been possible, for a time, half of the 
pupils attending in the morning and half in the afternoon. Al 
pupils are now attending full time. 


The new rooms have afforded the relief which has been a 
crying need for several years. The town now possesses an 
ideal building in an ideal location. 


SPECIAL BRANCHES 


The Domestic Science, Domestic Art and Music have been 
carried on in the usual efficient manner during the year and ne 
vital changes are needed or desirable in these three branches. 
Your attention however is called to the opportunity which both 
the old high school building and the Cochituate Street building 
offer for enlargement of the work of manual training. At 
present, we only attempt a little handwork on wood. Is it 
not time for us to extend this somewhat? So far we have at- 
tempted no work with metal. This kind of work is as neces- 
sary and as useful as the work with wood, perhaps more so, 


The old domestic science room adjoining the present man- 
ual training room offers the chance to begin this sort of work. 
furthermore, if two or three machines could be set up in this 
room, like a saw, a joiner, and a planer, they would ere long pay

for themselves by decreasing the cost of preparing the stock for 
use by the boys. 


Still better than the above would be the equipping of the 
old high school building as a school in which all the special 
work of the upper grades could be done under one roof—call 
it a trade school, vocational school, or what you please—the 
results are practically one and the same thing—a process of 
selecting and probing into the abilities and adaptabilities of the 
boys and girls at the age when they themselves begin to think 
concerning their own future. 


Governor Coolidge in his inaugural laid particular stress 
.on the need of extending the work in vocational train- 
ing. It is quite probable that legistlation this year will bring 
this phase of education more nearly within the bounds of pos- 
sibility for all communities in the state. The Smith-Hughes 
Act, so called guarantees Federal aid to any community which 
is able to fulfill conditions, in organizing and carrying on voca- 
tional schools. With a plant already at hand is it not time for 
us to consider taking advantage of some of these offers of the 
state and nation? 


The work in drawing has been done under the most try- 
ing conditions. This applies particularly to the High School. 


As 1s stated in Miss Ratsey’s report the mechanical draw- 
ing, tables were moved to a room in the basement where they 
remained until it became evident that that room was the only 
suitable place for the storage of bicycles. ‘Then they were 
again carried to the drawing room on the third floor. There 
is not sufficient room here for both types of work, the mechani- 
cal and free hand. Moreover the successful prosecution of 
one type of work seriously interferes with success in the 
other. Some other quarters must be found for the mechani- 
cal drawing classes. It has been suggested that the physics 
laboratory might be used for the purpose, and a trial of this 
may be made. Much credit is due the supervisor for the re- 
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sults she has obtained in her work under the serious handicap of 
insufficient room, insufficient equipment, and abnormally large 
classes. These excellent results have been secured by in- 
tense application combined with enthusiasm and perseverance. 


THE EVENING SCHOOL 


In spite of the usual amount of advertising and in some 
cases personal letters written to those whom it might be sup- 
posed would be interested, the evening school this year has been 
the smallest in its history. We started out with a fair promise 
of at least the ordinary number attending. A majority of these 
entered for the purpose of taking commercial work. As soon 
as the armistice was signed nearly all of these dropped out 
leaving practically only the few foriegners who were studying 
English. How to really reach the foreigner and induce him to 
fit himself to become an American citizen is the one legiti- 
mate problem of the evening school. A recent report of the 
census bureau attributes to Natick one hundred twenty-one 
illiterate males. Of these not more than twenty have been per-. 
suaded to attend the night school. Several notices have been 
received during the year from the Department of the Interior 
stating that certain residents of the town had filed first citizen- 


ship papers and urged us to aid them in securing the final 
papers. 


Letters were written in each case urging enrolment in the 


night school. Not one responded by letter or by his appear- 
ance. , 


Some method should be devised to induce these prospec- 
tive citizens to take advantage of the opportunities provided by 


the town. The method that will reach them has not as yet been 
found. | : 


A few large manufacturing concerns have attacked the 
problem from the point of view of their own financial in- 
terests, have organized classes in their factories, furnished the 
time and in some cases the teachers, to do the work. These 
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firms figure that from a financial standpoint, the scheme re- 
turns them a profit on the investment. Others have furnished 
the time during work hours while the school department has 
furnished the teachers. Still others have paid their employees 
a bonus of twenty five cents an hour for such time as they at- 
tended evening school. All these methods are excellent in 
their application to large business. But it is not clear how they 
could be applied in a community like our own where employees 
are scattered among a score or more small concerns. 


We are not alone however in the marked falling off in our 
evening school. It is an accompaniment of the war which has 
been well nigh universal. 


In closing allow me to call your attnetion to the reports of 
the special teachers.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. E. L. Willard, Superintendent of Schools: 
Dear Sir: | 

Having so recently assumed the duties of the High Scheel 
principalship, I feel that any attempt on my part to make as 
extended report would be very unwise. It seems fitting, how- 
ever, that a few features of our work and the conditions under 
which it is being carried on should be embodied in a brief re- 
port. 


“At the opening of school, September 4, our enrollment 
in all departments was 426. This was increased after a few 
days to 480. At present the total enrollment is 432. Severat 
pupils have dropped out of school for various reasons such as 
sickness and moving out of town, two have died, and four 
members of the senior class have entered college, one at Bos- 
ton University and three at Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. 


Our work has been more or less broken up by three un- 
usual vacations. On September 25 the school was closed en 
account of the epidemic of influenza and remained closed un- 
til October 21. Again on November 11 and 12 two mere 
days were given up to the “Victory Celebration.” Finally en 
December 10, the influenza having broken out again, we were 
given another vacation until after the Christmas holidays. 
Out of possible 76, the school has actually been in session only 
48 days. While unusual events and abnormal conditions have 
made these interruptions necessary, the effect upon the interest 
ef the pupils in their schoel werk has been. none the less dis- 
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astrous. Only those most intimately connected with the work 
can correctly estimate the effects. 


Our greatest problem of the year has been that of organi- 
zation. ‘The addition of 111 pupils of the ninth grade and the 
lack of one regular teacher in the High School proper have 
created problems not yet wholly solved. At least two teachers 
are overburdened with classes and pupils and several others 
are obliged to change classes every period in order to accom- 
modate some of the larger classes. Another problem has been 
thrust upon us by the fact that a much larger percentage of the 
pupils are electing the Commercial Course than formerly. 


The system of supervised study introduced so succesfully 
last year is being continued with a few minor modifications. 
The periods have been shortened and all classes meet every day. 


I cannot close this report without expressing my apprecia- 
tion of the friendly spirit with which both pupils and teachers 
have received me as principal of the school. With such cor- 
dial relations as a foundation our work together should not 
fail to bring forth the very best results for the school and town. 
In this connection I desire also to express my appreciation for 
the splendid spirit of co-operation manifested by the special 
teachers of Music, Drawing, and Domestic Arts. 


For timely advice and kind counsel I wish to thank beth 
you and the members of the School Committee.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To Superintendent E. L. Willard: 


Since the epidemic has proved such a hinderance this fall, 
it has not been possible to acomplish what ordinary conditions 
would permit. It had been my hope to have each grade doing 
normal work by the end of the first term. Briefly, the course 
of study expected of each grade is as follows: 


Grade I. Mastery of the first five tones of the scale. The 
first time motion. 


Grade II. Mastery of all scale intervals and pitch names. 
Second time motion. 


Grade III. Finding “do” from all key signatures. Third 
time motion. 


Grade IV. Learning key names and the chromatic tones 
above their scale tones. ‘Two part songs. 


* 


(frade V. Learning the chromatic tones one half step 
below their scale tones. Two part songs. Common time and 
relative note value, 


Grade VI. Writing of key signatures. Two part songs. 
‘Time motions, four and five. Compound time motions seven 
and eight. 


Grade VII. Review of all previous principals. Work in 
music. Appreciation, if possible. Three part songs. 
Grade VIII. Emphasis on music. History and music. 


Appreciation as far as possible. Bass staff reading, three 
part songs, major and minor scales.

I find that with two grades in a room there are two al- 
ternatives; to teach both grades the same music or to divide 
the time between the two. In the first case, the lower grade is 
pushed too rapidly fro the sake of the higher, or the higher 
grade is held back for the sake of the lower; neither method 
being fair to one of the grades. ‘Those grades progress and the 
next year one grade knows approximately what it should and 
another knows almost nothing that it should. This is the 
present state of affairs in Natick. No two fifth grades for 
example have the same knowledge or are capable of the same 
work. In some, I am teaching fourth grade subjects, and in 
some third grade subjects, and in some fifth grade subjects. In 


the second case each grade gets just half the time it should 


and its progress is correspondingly slow. As regards the 
second and first grades, the school work which is usually given 
two sessions is put into one. ‘Therefore these grades also get 
half time. Half an hour a week outside of the supervisor’s 
visit is very short shrift. However I hope the end of the year 
will see things fairly well standardized so that next year mav 
offer a fair beginning. 


The work in grades one and two regarding monotones is 
very important. If a child who can sing only two or three 
tones is trained properly in the first two grades, he is there- 
after able to sing as well as a normal child. If he passes these 
two grades and is still defective, the chances are in his favor 
of his remaining so. Therefore great stress has been laid on 
this work. It is progressing normally in the first grades, but 


is harder to cope with in the second where the monotones were 


not encouraged to sing the previous year. 


The music readers which are now in use throughout the 
town have plenty of exercises and good ones; and compara- 
tively few songs. A large share of these songs are not of the 
type which will arouse enthusiastic singing. Much of the 
exercise work could be eliminated if the book contained more 
song work; the training received being just as valuable and far 
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more enjoyable. This difficulty will ultimately be obviated 
since one building is to have a new set of books, more nearly 
meeting the requirements, and which are to be put into the 
other schools as the old books wear out. 


In the High School the work is just under way owing 
to the long vacations the epidemic caused. Another month 
will show a marked improvement in both choruses. There 
is good material here. An orchestra has just been started 
which promises interesting development. There should be 
also chance for one or two glee clubs as soon as time and op- 
portunity permit. 


It has been proved that music is a vital force in the com- 
munity and school music can be made very useful when it is 
running well and properly. There is good material in the Na- 
tick schools, and it should be so well and thoroughly developed 
as to prove a necessity and an enjoyment to the community 
at large.

_ It is consistent with the unrest of the times to look over 
our past year’s work with a view to sifting out non-essentials. 
For the lower grades the work will consist of constant drill on 
basic principles and later on a cultivation of taste and the 
training of craftsmen to meet the problems ahead of us. 


In the grammar grades, very satisfactory work has beea 
accomplished, thanks to the interest of the teachers. At the 
beginning of the school year, the Massachusetts Normal Art 
School asked for the co-operation of the schools in their pub- 
licity campaign, and | am pleased to report very creditable work 
along food conservation lines. 


In the High School, an opportunity was give the classes 
in the making of war posters by the Natick Woman’s Club and 
interest stimulated by the offering of three prizes by Miss 
Sprout, formerly the Domestic Science Supervisor, they were 
awarded as follows: Miss Mariva Bruce $1.00, Miss Frances 
Mitchell 75 cents, Miss Kathleen Young 50 cents. 

This completes our successful activities. Following is a 
statement of our difficulities. 

It is well known what a confused winter we had in the 
Drawing Department of the High School. First, the mechani- 
cal classes were temoved to the manual training room in the 


basement ; then moved back again on account of needed storage 
space. Following this, the teacher left to join the colors, and, 
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after a short recess, a new one was installed. He remained 
a short time and in turn was replaced by another. During all 
this time the boys lost interest in their work, their tools and 
expensive equipment were misplaced and destroyed, the room 
being so crowded with desks and unsuitable chairs and tables. 
With the inevitable result that the classes were reduced to small 
groups of first year boys. This year the numbers have in- 
creased encouragingly, however, but our supplies are nil and the 
matter of seating the free hand classes, most serious. 


I submit this report with the grateful acknowledgement of 
past generous support.

To the Superintendent of Schools, 
Natick, Mass. 


Mr. Willard : | 

This year, as usual, Domestic Science has been offered 
to the eighth grade and to the five High School classes. The 
enrollment from the eighth grade was sixty-two, from the 
sub-freshman class thirty-seven, and from the High School 


thirty-one. The enthusiasm and interest manifested by all 


classes has been very inspiring. 

The eighth grade classes followed, whenever practica’, 
the course of study which has been used previously. Especial 
emphasis has been placed on housekeeping and the care of 
the kitchen. 

The sub-freshman class started the year with a course in 
canning. The girls supplied their own materials, and then 
were allowed to take the product home. This was followed by 
a series of meals which included cooking and serving of the 
meals. As far as possible the course of study used in previous 
years has been followed in this class, also. 

The first class in the High School has had an extensive 
course in batters and doughs. In connection with this they 
have been taught to build recipes themselves. 


Vhe work of the advanced High School class has been 
the cooking and serving of meals. Members of the faculty 
have been very kind in consenting to be present at some of 
these meals. This adds greatly to the interest which the girls 
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take. Menu-manking is involved in this course. This year 
the work is planned to include the practical studies in market- 
ing, Diatetics, and Household management.

On Feb. 12, 1918 the Junior Red Cross was reorganized 
and a strenuous drive was conducted to obtain membership 
fees for all the 2,000 pupils enrolled in our schools. Voluntary 
contributions (in most cases eatned by the children them- 


selves) amounted to $402.35. The deficit was taken from the 


receipts of the following entertainments, etc.: 


The Wilson School Entertainment netted $72.39. On 
May 10, $70.30 was received from the Ministrel Show given 
for us by our Cochituate friends. The Senior Class of the 
High School presented a play for the benefit of the Juniors 
which brought in $65.00. A cake sale also brought in $12.18. 
Little plays given by groups of children in different parts of the 
town amounted to $5.15. The Natick Teachers’ Club gave 
$1.50 which was left from the Winter Concert Course. 
Notice was received in May to discontinue sending comfort 
pillows. As we had a large number made we disposed of them 
by holding a Porch Pillow Sale at Mr. Underwood’s Store. 
$20.81 was taken at this sale. | 


More than all the actual things made by the children the 
lessons of helpfulness, industry thrift and patriotism which 
have been taught have been of far mi re value to our country. 


The spirit of the children has ben splendid as shown 
by heir response to every call made upon them. Our girls and 
boys have always been ready to help in every emergency. It 
which is unnecessary to recall the nine different tag days etc. 
at which the girls assisted very enthusiastically. All helped 
in selling tickets for the Matinee, “Over There.” 

The boys have helped a great deal in doing errands, de- 
livering messages and all the heavy work connected with the 
collection of articles called for by Headquarters. 
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Since Jan. 1 we have contributed $23.00 to the War Fund, 
$100.00 to the Chapter for the purpose of surgical dressings, 
and $100.00 to the United War Work Fund. Since September 
1, 49114 Ibs. of fruit stones, 4414 Ibs. of tin foil and 26 prs. 
kid gloves have been gathered. 

3260 articles of 38 varieties have been made by the 
children. Our quota called for 72 garments for the Refugees, 
369 were sent.. The other 2891 things (see note) were for the 
hospitals and camps.

Great credit for the success of the Juniors is due to the 
parents and friends of the boys and girls who have always en- 
couraged every effort of the children and patronized so gen- 
erously every entertainment and sale.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT 


Mr. E. L. Willard, 
Supt. of Schools, 
Natick, Mass. 

Dear Sir: 

I have examined all the pupils in my schools. I found 
96 pupils with 5 or more bad teeth; 13 with enlarged cervical 
glands; 1 with bronchitis and 1 with elongated uvula. There 
were 19 with heart trouble and 91 with enlarged tonsils. It 
is gratifying to see the results obtained in the cases where these 
enlarged tonsils were removed, but there are a number of 
children who are badly in need of having their tonsils and 
adenoids removed and in some cases I have sent notices home 
to that effect for five successive years but the parents have 
not had the defects rectified. 


There were 196 pupils who have the habit of finger nail 
biting which indicates a habit on the part of the child or 
nervousness, resulting in some cases in deformities of the 
fingers. | 

There were 207 notes made out for admission to school 
following illness and 81 work certificates signed. 


I have made various inspections of the different schools 
and always found them in satisfactory condition, due to the 
good work of the janitors. I thank the teachers for the good 
aid given, facilitating the work of examinations.

I have the honor to present herewith my annual report 
of my medical supervision for the past year. 


School examinations, as well as the school work, have 
been seriously interrupted by the presence in our midst of the 
most fatal epidemic of modern times. So many have been 
absent, even when the schools were open, that examinations 
have been conducted with difficulty, and it has not been pos- 
sible to record the complete registration of the pupils. 


Our schools are well conducted, the teachers competent 
and faithful, and the janitors keep the buildings in good con- 
dition. 


Aside from the influenza, there has been little sickness 
among our school children. The town can be congratulated in 
having such a number of bright and healthy children who are 
being so well trained to take the places of the present gener- 
ation of older people in life.

I take pleasure in stating that an increased number oi 
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parents are keeping their children’s ‘first teeth in good condi- 
tion. This not only keeps their digestive organs good, becattse 
they are not obliged to bolt their food unchewed, but it pre- 
vents a good deal of disease; for if the cavities in the teeth are 
not allowed to form, a source of disease will be removed, 
the danger of which is very hard to estimate. 


Of the 645 children who are in perfect condition, some 
have enlarged tonsils and adenoids, some poor nutrition ; a few 
have pediculosis, but the greater number was marked imperfect 
on account of diseased teeth. When parents universally care 
for their children’s teeth from the first one that arrives, we 
shall see Utopia in our midst. We shall see our children 
stronger physically, their mental condition brighter, and they 
will be able to be advanced in school more rapidly, with less 
damage to their minds from too rapid advance. 


Much time of the school physician is taken up by ex- 
amination of those who wish to go to work, or who wish 
to get back into school after having been absent on account cf 
sickness of themselves or in their families.

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‘REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS’ 


Natick, -Mass., Jan. 30, 1919. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Natick we respectfully 
submit the forty-fifth annual report for the year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1918. 


The Board organized on March 9, 1918, as follows: 
Francis L. Sellew, Chairman; Henry M. Robbins, Clerk. 


The Water Commissioners have devoted the usual degree 
of attention to the work of extending water mains where in 
their judgment it has been for the best interests of the town 
both to expand the water supply and to afford ampler fire pro- 
tection. The problem confronting the department at the very 
outset of purchasing supplies under the abnorminally expensive 
conditions prevailing was in great measure foreseen twelve 
months earlier, and the regular requisitions for pipe for the 
heeds of the year 1917 were in fact doubled so as to provide 
ample overlay to meet the requirements of the year 1918. Had 
cast-iron pipe been purchased during the war months of 1918, to 
cite a single instance, it would have cost the department 232% 
more than the. normal price prevailing throughout the year 
1915. 


Continued use of wood pipe in the outlying parts of the 
town has tended to reduce the cost of installing water mains 
and has furthermore disclosed the adaptability of pipe, con- 


structed as wood pipe is, for use in soil easily. penetrable te 


frost. 


The Board took precaution during the early spring months 
te secure an ample supply of bituminous coal in order te im- 


at 


sure the uninterrupted operation of the Springvale pumping 
plant, and our efforts have been rewarded with success to the 
extent that the department has secured and paid for one full 
year’s supply. 


Again for the third year in succession the Board has re- 
frained from borrowing a single dollar for the purpose of ex- 
tending water mains, preferring to use current earnings of the 
department to the fullest extent possible, so that the burden- 
some bonded debt of sixteen years’ standing may be speedily 
reduced and eventually liquidated. The efficacy of accumu- 
lating a firm sinking fund to insure this settled purpose is dis- 
cernible from the following data of bonded indebtedness of 
the Water Department : |

The net borrowing capacity of the department has been 
maintained without shrinkage during the past year, 


The department experienced the misfortune of losing the 
services of its efficient Superintendent, Mr. James McManus, 
who died suddenly on June 14, 1918. The Board acknowl- 
edges the high value of the services rendered by Mr. McManus 
and appreciated the fund of sound wisdom which guided his 
every action during the two years of his association with the 
Board of Water Commissioners. 


The present Superintendent, Mr. William Leahy, was 
elected to fill vacancy on June 20, 1918. Mr. Leahy’s 
long continued association with the local department covering 
a period of twenty-three years has equipped him to be a well- 
trained official. 


The Board has undertaken the task of systematically map- 
% 
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ping the network of mains, gates and hydrants constituting the 
conduit system of the water works to the extent of some fifty- 
eight miles, and has employed Mr. Benjamin G. Sargent as 
engineer in charge of this. work. |

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners and Citizens, 
Gentlemen: 
Herewith is submitted the forty-fifth annual report of the 


Superintendent of the Natick Water Works for the year ended 
December 31, 1918. 


My incumbency of the office dates from June 20, 1918, 

A ’ 
when I accepted the appointment tendered to me by the present 
Board of Water Commissioners, in succession to the late 


Superintendent, Mr. James McManus. 


The department has successfully contended against many 
obstacles during the past year, arising as they did from abnor- 
mal war-time conditions and _ particularly from extreme 
weather circumstances. Wintry conditions prevailing during 
the opening three months of 1918 tested our mettle to the 
utmost; however, the earnest co-operation of the Commis- 
sioners who authorized additional expense both for labor and 
equipment in order to protect our extensive conduit system en- 
abled us to achieve success. 


Frost penetration during January and February broke all 
records and actually extended below the water mains in sev- 
eral localities. By instant recourse to additional blow-offs on 
the mains most seriously threatened, however, the damage was 
effectively diminished. This voluntary discharge of water al- 
most entirely accounts for the increase of 20 per cent in out- 
take recorded in the total consumption for the past year in 
comparison with the amount consumed during 1917. 
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It is gratifying to note that our daily average per capita 
consumption of water during this year of heavy outtake was in 
the neighborhood of only 70 gallons, in contrast to 95 gallons, 
the daily average per capita consumption of 200 American 


cities. ua, 3 a oe k, 


Work of installing new services and additional mains was 
prosecuted during the year, principally in the newly developed 
territory of Morse Pond Grove and Speen Street. Late in the 
Summer the department saw fit to improve the supply mains 
in the neighborhood of Speen Street, and the 4-inch main 
running north from Pond Street now connects with the new 
G-inch extension to West Central Street where it ties in with 
the 6-inch main extending from Brown’s Corner, so-called, 
and also ties in with the new 8-inch main laid on Speen Street 
as far_as the B. & A. R. R. bridge. This installation of 1 
heavy main, possibly of 10-inch pipe, through the imtervening 
mile of highway running north to a junction with Hartford 
Street, as proposed by the Commissioners, shall afford ample+ 
water supply to West Natick. 


Mr. S. W. Viall, Assistant Engineer of thé Springvale 
Station, relinquished his position after giving several years 
of efficient service to the department, and Mr. John F, Burke 
of the Service Division has been appointed successor to Mr. 


Vaall. 


In accordance with the vote passed at. the last annual 
Town Meeting regarding the mapping of the entire conduit 
system of the Water Department, Engineer Benjamin G. Sar- 
gent has been entrusted with this important task, and his 
work not only will be skillfully executed, but shall fulfll a 
long-felt need.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


In accordance with the requirement and Town By-laws 
the Board of Health submits its report for the year ending 
December 31st, 1918. 


Board organized in March electing Dr. W. J. Cochran 
chairman, Thomas Morris, Secretary and F. J. Winch, Agent. 


Meetings were held at 8 P. M. on Thursday evenings. 


Dr. Thomas Doyle was appointed Inspector of Food and 


Milk. 


The past year has been one in which the communicabale 
diseases have been quite prevalent and the cost of caring for 
contageous diseases at the hospitals has increased in price due 
to war conditions; as in past years we had the usual class. . 
of contageous diseases to contend with and to which was 
added the new disease “Influenza” that has caused a greater 
number of deaths than all the other contageous diseases put 
together. 


The Board is greatly indebted to the Red Cross Society 
for their assistance rendered in furnishing two nurses for the 
cases of influenza and also for the making of about 2000 masks 
that were distributed in the care of the cases. 


In regard to complaints there has been quite a few; but 
a great many are beyond the power of the Board of Health to 
give satisfactory solution without the expenditure of a very 
large amount of money and recourse to the courts. 


As to the Paper Mill the proprietors of which have ex- 
pended a large amount of money in improvements. and it 
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remains to be tried out and see if the improvements will do 
away with the nuisances and complaints. 


Then there is the garbage question that is a great source 
of many complaints and what to do with it is quite a problem; 
the board has inserted an article in the Warrant asking the 
voters to have the garbage collected by the Warden of the 
Town Farm and the Overseers of the Poor establish a piggery 
at the farm.

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PARK COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


The ravages of the Gypsy and Brown-tail Moths have 
caused such destruction to the trees at the Town. Park that 
the Commissioners during the past year, upon advice of the 
Tree Warden and under the supervision of State Forester 
Hatch, have used a large part of the appropriation to cut 
the old trees and to remove those which were a breeding place 
for these pests and to burn the underbrush. 


The shortage of fuel enabled the board to realize a 
larger proportion of the cost by the sale of wood than would 
otherwise have been possible. 


The Commissioners also availed themselves of the offer 
of the State Forestry Department to plant thousands of trees 
in the Town Park and Coolidge Park, this work also being 
done under the Supervision of the Forestry Department. To 
carry out these plans the department has been unable to make 
any improvements the past year and the maintenance 
has been reduced to the lowest possible cost. Taking into 
consideration the amount received from the sale of wood, 
the actual amount expended has been over $500 less than 
previous years, notwithstanding the increase in pay granted 
town laborers. 


Of the appropriation for the maintenance and providing 
seats on the common, there remains a large balance because 
with the scarcity of labor and the high cost of material it seem- 
ed inadvisable at this time and it was deemed economy to use 
the old seats until such time as the department’s finances would 
permit the erection of more modern stationary seats of the 
style now generally used in Parks, thus avoiding a ‘cause 


ra 


of frequent complaint. 


At South Natick the plot about the Eliot Oak was dug 
up, loamed, and fertilized in order that it might secure the 
nourishment which was necessary to prolong its life. 


In asking for an appropriation for the present year 
your commissioners have been mindful of the high tax rate 
and their request for an appropriation for the year 1919 has 
been reduced to a minimum. 


At Dug Pond in cooperation with the Gypsy Moth De- 
partment much work must be done on the West Side of the 
Pond. 


Repairs and improvements must be made now or the 
expense will be greatly increased by the delay. 


The Park needs a shelter house and in the near future 
there must be a Modern Bath House and proper sanitaries 
but these can only be secured by a special appropriation. 


At South Natick the John Eliot National Association 
have placed a boulder in the Eliot Oak Square upon which is 
to be placed a bronze tablet. This plot has been condition- 
ally placed in the care of the Park Commissioners and when 
these conditions have been met the lot should be beautified 
and improved. 


Natick has every yeason to feel proud of ‘its Park 
System which includes over 150 acres and the finest bathing 
beach in any community. To maintain it properly, unless 
some public spirited citizen ccmes to the rescue, a larger ap- 
propriation must be made for its developement and there can 
be no better asset in any community than well equipped 
recreation grounds for its people. :

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REPORT OF TREASURER 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 81, 1918 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of Natick, 


Gentlemen: 


In submitting my annual report I wish, at this time, to call 
your attention to the favorable condition of our Town Debt. 


In 1912 our Town Debt reached its maximum height, the 
gross debt being at that time $668,065.00, which reduced by 
the amount of the Sinking Funds at that time of $58,952.97 
left us with a net debt of $609,112.08, which was the highest 
in the history of our Town. 


Since then we have gradually reduced the debt so that on 
December 31, 1918 the gross debt amounted to $552,465.00, 
which reduced by the amount of the various Sinking Funds 
of $100,500.39 leaves us with a net debt of $451,964.61, the 
net reduction being $157,147.42 in the six years. The net 
debt at the present time is the lowest it has been for a great. 
many years. 


This reduction, in a large measure, is one of the many 
good features of the Accounting System installed by the State 
Bureau of Statistics in 1915. This system has .undoubtedly 
saved the Town a great many dollars as well as a vast- amount 
of embarrasment, which was sure to follow, but for the sys- 
tem. With a little study of the reports for the last three years 
it is easily seen that it has proved its usefulness, but to re- 
ceive its full benefit we should adopt the Town Accountants 


i 
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Act and employ a Town Accountant whose whole duty would 


be to attend to the accounting work of the Town. 


Although there are a few unpaid bills, amounting to less 
than $300.00, there have been no overdrafts allowed during 
the year and there has been a net gain in the Revenue Account 
of $11,286.06 which will reflect, to some extent, on the Tax 
Rate of the coming year. 

In accordance with Article 6, Section 2 of the By-Laws a 
list of outstanding liabilities together with an inventory of 
each department is submitted herewith.

In submitting you the enclosed statement, we wish to call your attention 
to the increased number of cases added to this department for aid under 
Chapter 763 Acts of 1913, known as Mother’s Aid. During 1917 this depart- 
ment paid $1,567.93, during 1918 we paid out $2,263.85, and at present 
writing eleven (11) Mother Aid cases are on our books, on which we will 
be called to pay out $4,514.00 without taking into consideration the fact that 
we may be called upon to place other on this aid for the year 1919. 


The town will receive reimbursement of one-third the amount expended on 
cases with settlement in Natick, the entire amount for those with settlement 
elsewhere, and the amount returnable to the Town Treasurer for this reim- 
bursement will be $2,544.65, and which amount you know is not returned to 
this department for our use, thus leaving the actual cost to the town for this . 
particular aid $1,969.35. 


It would seem only fair to this department that we ask for General 
Arrpopriation to the amount of $14,750.00 which it cost to maintain same, 
after deducting the Mother’s Aid plus $6,000.00 as a separate appropriation 
to care for the Mother's Aid, bearing in mind that on this latter aid the town 
will at least receive back $38,000.00.

Since some of the Recommendations of the Committee regarding the 


Fire Department may seem to be of a radical nature, we desire to outline 
_ briefly our reasons for the recommendations we have seen fit to submit: 


FIRST: Let us say that we have considered the affairs of the Fire 
Department with but one object in view and that is INCREASED EFFI- 
CIENCY. No personal or political bias has been allowed to influence our 
deiilberations. 

WE RECOMMEND a Board of Three Engineers, two of these to be 
inactive as far as actual fire fighting is concerned, but to look after the 
business affairs of the Department, with a salary of $25 each per year, the 
third member to be CHIEF ENGINEER in charge of work of the Depart. 
ment, he to be a permanent man and to also act as Supt. of Fire Alarm 
System, at salary of $1,400.00 per year. The Board of Engineers te desig- 
nate one of the permanent men to act as ASSISTANT CHIEF, he te act as 
Chief in the absence of the Chief Engineer. 

TWO PERMANENT MEN TO ACT AS CHAUFFEURS at $1,300 each 
per year. 

FOUR PERMANENT MEN at a salary of $1,100 each for the first year, 
$1,200 the second year, $1,306 the third year of service, $1,300 to be the 
maximum salary for any permanent man except the Chief Engineer. 

TWO JANITORS, South Natick and Felchville, each per year $75. 

Wit FURTHER RECOMMEND that a Reserve Force of Firemen be 
ercated to consist of: 

2 Steam engineers at $50 each per year. 
2 Stokers at $25 each per year. 
46 Callmen at $10 each per year. 

The Reserve Force to respond to Second Alarm fires only, and when 
they so respond to be paid at the rate of $1.00 for the first hour, 50 cents for - 
the second and 25 cents per each hour thereafter, their time of service to 
be determined by a roll call at the place of the fire. For payment of this 
service we recommend $1,000 under the caption EXTRA HEIP. 

Actual operations have shown that our present engine can reach any 
box in the district outside of the centre of the town more quickly than the 
apparatus at the outside houses, and we believe that with further probable 
motorization both men and machines should be centralized, this being con- 
ducive, in our opinion, to better fire protection for the whole town, and to 
better discipline and improve morale, for the men of the Department. 

We recommend a CHIEF ENGINEER, to be in sole charge of the men 
and work of Department, because we believe it will eliminate a divided 
authority, which experience shows us leads to the worst form of disorgan- 
ization.
